So with the co-operation of a large 
printing concern the Red Cross in- 
vented its own game board for men 
at war. 


It is a small square of heavy 


cardboard, which foldadnto an en- 
velope of medium size*COn it one 
can play chess, checkers, and tit- 
tat-toe. The men are punched out 
of the margin of the board, and fit 
into slits when they are in play. 
Dominoes are included, in the same 
way, for the French soldier is es- 
pecially fond of that game. And 
the whole affair sells for five 
cents! 


As for iitiHtirrian gifts, there 
are the handkerchief which is 
wrapped around the other things, 
the pad of paper that makes the 
packages firm, envelopes, pencils, 


post-cards, books, scrap-books, steel mirrors, 
neckties, mouth-organs, and compasses to 
choose from.
